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Tuition Plan Is Topic Of BOD Meet 


Action And Reaction 
Felt On Local Campus

Reports that the Reagan administration is considering college and 
university budget cuts of 10 per cent and a required tuition for state 
colleges along with an increase in university fees has been drawing 


intense fire from all areas both 
on the state and local level. 

Despite the fact that the office 
of Governor Reagan has said 
that no decision has yet been 
* made on the proposal, opposi- 
tion is already being organized 
to fight any future decision which 
might initiate such a program. 

One of the statements already 
made was released by the presi-~ 
dent of the California Federation 
of Teachers college council. He 
aid that if the budget cuts and 
tuition were to take effect that 
California education wili be re- 
duced to ‘‘a dead gray medioc- 
rity.” 


STUDENT OPINION 


Here at SSC student opinion 
seemed to concur with the above 
statement. 

“If the plans gothrough,’’ said 
one unhappy girl, ‘‘I and a lot of 
my friends won't be able to con- 
tinue with our college education.”’ 
She went on to say that the insti- 
gation of a tuition is compounded 
by increases in housing and living 
expenses and that these put to- 
gether will put too much of a fi- 
nancial burden on many serious 
students whodeserve achance for 
a good education. 

Lee Ritchey, Associated Stu- 
dents Vice President, stated that 
if tuition is required in a state 
college system, it will eliminate 
the main advantage of that sys- 
tem — the goal of inexpensive 
higher education for those who 
are intellectually capable but lack 
the funds to attend private orout- 
of-state campuses. 

“*If the proposal goes through, 
it may open the door for the Col- 
lier bill which proposes a‘‘learn 
now, pay later” plan requiring 
students to eventually pay tiie full 
cost of their college education.’ 
Ritchey went on to say. “If this 
plan went through I think the col- 
leges would fold flat.’” 

“It seems to ine that this ac- 
tion places the emphasis where it 
should not be.’’ said Richard 
Kimball, AS Board of Directors 
representative from the depart- 
ment of social sciences. 

“Students will be encouraged 
to discontinue their educations 
in order to seek employment. The 
long-range effect of this exodus 
will be detrimental to the state 
which, more and more, needs 
highly trained and educated peo- 
ple in an increasingly complex 
society,’ he went on, 

Kimball concluded with the 
statement that ‘A budgetary 
slash will necessarily cause 
either severe limitations on en- 
rollment or a lowering of the 
quality of instruction.”’ 


CSCSP A MEETING 


At a revent meeting of the 
California State College Student 
President’s Association, 14 col- 
lege presidents unanimously 
passed an extensive slate of reso- 
lutions concerning their opiniuns 
on the budget cuts and tuition pro- 
posal. They stressed their opin- 
ion that college students had a 
basic right to have a voice in ed- 
ucational legislation which di- 
rectly effects them, The presi- 


dents emphasized the fact that 
the California electorate indi- 
cated its support of the concept 
of tax-supported higher educa- 
tion in California on November 8 
when a $230 million Bond Act for 
Higher Education (Proposition 2) 
was passed. 


In specific reference to the 
tuition proposal, the CSCSPA re- 
solved that their group is ‘‘un- 
alterably opposed to any form of 
tuition or anv charges which vio- 
late the philosophy of free public 
higher education in the state of 
California.’’ 


As representatives of the stu- 
dents of the state college system, 
the members of the CSCSPA stat- 
ed that they are pledged to anin- 
tensive program of actiondirect- 
ed tothe citizens of California and 
especially to our elected repre- 
sentatives to ensure their philos- 
ophy is maintained, This program 
will include a news conference, 
mass letter writing and petitions, 
contacting of local state legisla- 
tors, andconcurrent public meet- 
ings. Kit Oase, as president, isin 
charge of arranging a CSCSPA 
meeting with Governor Reeganto 
discuss the issue. 


LOCAL CAMPUS ACTION 


Here on campus students are 
also taking action, The men of 
Draper Hall are circulating peti- 
tions rejecting the Governor’s 
proposals, In the residence hall 
142 signatures have been obtained 
and only four people refused to 
sign. A total of 196 signatures 
are expected. 


A second, and very important 
action which will be taken is an 
all-campus discussion meeting 
which will be held Thursday from 
12:30 to 2:30 pm in Physics 111. 
The meeting, which will be spon- 
sored by the ASSSC, will center on 
the discussion of the tuition pro- 
posal, possible solutions to the 
problem, and SSC’s position on 
the issue. 


JOHNS CONTACTED 


The Hornet contacted Presi- 
dent Johns to find out his opinion 
on the issue, but he declined to 
comment until such time as a 
more definite decision should be 
made. 


A final argument regarding the 
proposed budget cut was made by 
the Association of Caiifornia 
State College Professors. The 
organization made the following 
comment on the possible 10 per 
cent fund reduction: ‘*Who are 
the losers? Not the prospective 
new faculty, necessarily; they 
can readily find jobs elsewhere. 
Indeed, the State Colleges lost 
some 10 per cent of their facul- 
ties last year alone. The losers 
are the young people of Californ- 
ia, their parents, and all those 
enterprises and agencies which 
are accustomed to depend upon 
the public higher education insti- 
tutions of the State.’’ 


The subject of the Governor’s 
proposed budget cuts and tuition 
plan will be topics discussed at 
tomorrow's meeting of the AS 
Board of Directors to be held 
in the Ribera Room at 3 pm. 

The board will discuss its 
policy on the tuition proposal 
and will also make resolutions 
regarding the role which stu- 
dents should play in state legis- 
lative decisions which affect 
colleges. 
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As an added topic, the board 
will hear the resolutions which 
were passed at the recent meet- 
ing of the California State Col- 
lege Student Presidents Asso- 
ciation, regarding that body’s 
policy on the budget changes. 

The board’s new meeting 
room, the Ribera Room, is lo- 
cated in the food service building 
between the faculty dining room 
and the snack bar. The meeting 
is open to the pubiic.

“The image of man is a di- 
rectional movement which is con- 
stantly changing,’’ 

Dr, Maurice Friedman, noted 
philosopher and author, made this 
comment before an audience of 
approximately 400 persons in 
SSC’s Mens Gym at yesterday’s 
convocation speech. 

Friedman, who isnotedfor his 
writings dealing with existen- 
tialism, cutlined the presentidea 
of what man’s image in terms of 
six different concepts of man, The 
first of those outlined was the 
“Modern Vitalist’’ who feeis that 
man cannot realize his full po- 
tential because his creativity and 
expression is being constantly 
suppressed by those around hii, 


Second, was the cone f the 
Modern Mystic, Thisiu shows 
man as being cut off frum real- 
ity by our sins and therefore un- 
able to attain self realization. 

His third concept was that of 
the ‘‘Modern Saint’? whose phil- 
osophy is to find himself through 
his suffering for his fellow men, 
and the fourth concept is that of 
the ‘‘Modern Nostic,’’ one who 
sees the world as merely afunc- 
tion of the individual’s personal- 
ity, The ‘existentialist’? concept 
of man is that of the atheist who 
expounds the ‘‘God is Dead’’ phil- 
osophy. 


Friedman’s final example of 
modern man was that of the ‘‘Ab- 
surd Man’? who believes that 
man’s existence is totally without 
meaning and that he is dead 
spiritually, 

Dr. Friedman gave examples 
of these types of men from the 
writings of authors such as TS. 
Eliott, Herman Melville and Sig- 
mund Freud, 

According to Friedman, con- 
temporary manisa combination 
of these many types, with the 
problem of deciding upon which 
image is correct 

A magna cuin laude graduate 
of Harvard, Friedman has dis- 
tinguished himself as anexisten- 
ialist philosopher through his 
interpretation of the works of 
the Jewish philosopher, Martin 
Buber, 

Immediately after the lecture, 
the philosopher and lecturer held 
a question and answer period in 
the Ribera Room to further dis- 
cuss his views of contemporary 
man, 
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Finds Scandal 
In Education 


“The real scandal of higher 
education today is the student 
sitting in a classroom and star- 
ing vacantly out the window.’’ 

So charged a participant of a 
weekend seminar held last year 
for college newspaper editors. 


USSPA, the United State 
Pres Association, initiated a 
series of seminars for college 
editors last fall in an attempt 
to raise questions of educational 
reform within the college press. 
Such questions were raised by 
Robert A, Gross, USSPA Gen- 
eral Secretary and 1965-66 news 
editor of the DAILY PENNSYL- 
VANIAN at the University of 
Pennsylvania. He commented, 
“These seminars have already 
established educational issues as 
an ongoing concern for many col- 
lege papers.”’ 


The seminars were financed 
by a grant from Carnegie Cor- 
poration of New York and a re- 
newal of $70,000 for continuation 
of the project for the next two 
years was announced by the edu- 
cational foundation. 


Rita Dershowitz, former edi- 
tor of the Hunter Arrow, and Bar- 
bara Stallings, former editor of 
the Mount Holyoke News, are di- 
recting the educational project 
this year.

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“March of Dimes Fights Second 
‘Greatest Killer -- Birth Defects

Birth defects are the nation’s 
second greatest destroyer of life. 
ually, over 500,000 unborn 
Tries and over 60,000 children 
d adults die because of birth 
defects, 

Birth defects are also the 
nation’s greatest childhood health 
problem, A problem that the 
National Foundation — March of 
Dimes (formerly the National 
Foundation of Infantile Paralysis) 
is helping to solve, 

Data issued by the National 
Foundation — March of Dimes 
claims that, ‘‘Every two minutes 
_in the United States, a baby is 
born with a birth defect.”’ Nation- 
al daily toll is 700 and the yearly 


« toll is 250,000, 


A large number of these birth 
defects are complicated and re- 
quire highly specialized, com- 
prehensive déagnosis and treat- 
ment, Extensive and costly diag- 
nosis and treatment require the 
services of physicians, nurses, 
therapists, and technicians, 

As birth defects are a major 
problem, the National Founda- 
tion, after its successful fight 
with polio, joined the fight to 
conquer birth defects. The first 
Dimes financed Birth Defects 
Center was opened in 1960, in 
Columbus, Ohio. 

Nation wide, there are now 
77 Birth Defects Centers. Only 
the serious or unusual birth de- 
fects are admitted to these cen- 
ters. Some of the children with 
such defects sometimes require 
the care of ten physicians and the 
care of specialists in other areas, 
such as speech and hearing thera- 
pists, and special education 
teachers, These centers are 
staffed by highly specialized per - 
sonnel who work as a team and 
_are financed by the National 
Foundation — March of Dimes, 

The Foundation also finances 


13 Clinical Study Centers where 
research is carried on and where 
medica] personnel are instructed 
in the latest methods of total care 
for patients and their families; 
43 Treatment Centers where 
diagnosis, consultation, in- 
patient and out-patient care are 
attended to, and where birth de- 
fect counciling for families and 
training for students are pro- 
vided: and 21 Evaluation Centers 
where the team approach to diag- 
nosis is carried out, 

Three of the 21 Evaluaticn 
Centers are in California, One of 
the centers is the March of Dimes 
Birth Defects Evaluation Center 
here in Sacramento at the Mercy 
Hospital (the center is not run 
by the Mercy Hospital which has 
its own children’s clinic), At this 
evaluation center a clinic is held 
twice monthly, Patients, who are 
referred by the family to the 
center, are examined by one of 
the center’s pediatricians and, if 
necessary, examined by physi- 
cians specialized in other areas, 
Any necessary x-rays and labor- 
atory tests are taken free of 
charge. A report on all findings 
of the center and arecommended 
plan of treatment are returned to 
the referring physician, 

As well as financing these 
centers the Foundation gives 
grants to universities, labora- 
tories and hospitals for research 
in almost all areas of biological 
function, The Foundation also 
awards scholarships and fellow- 
ships to promising students, 
(Jonas E, Salk was awarded one 
of the fellowships to study vir- 
ology at the University of 
Michigan). 

The Foundation was startedin 
1938 as the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, In 
January of every year the Foun- 
dation holds a March of Dimes,

“Operation Comeback’ Gives 


College Flunkouts Second Try 


Nearly half a million students 
will be dismissed from ccllege 
for academic reasons this year! 

But many will overcome the 
stigma of ‘‘college flunkout’’ as 
they become qualified for re- 
admission to college and proceed 
successfully toward acollege de- 
gree, This is due to the concern 
of educators who have conceived 
bold new ways toreclaim this hu- 
man resource. 

Operation Comeback in Ven- 
tura, California, is one of several 
such programs across the coun- 
try. It is a division of the Cali- 
fornia Reading Clinics which 
since 1961 have helped many

It was with a great deal of pleasure that we noted in last 
Friday’s Hornet that some ‘‘concern’’ has finally ‘‘developed among 
the SSC cross country team in regards (correct word: regard) 
to...’ something, 

Had the SSC cross country team developed some concern with 
“‘regards” to the recent NCAA cross country championship meet 
in Fresno — instead of developing so much concern with ‘‘regards’’ 
to partying the night before the event — the Hornets might have fared 
a little better with ‘‘regards” to scoring in the meet.

later, 

Of course, according to one source very close to the cross 
country team, the spikers weren’t exactly strict about training 
regulations down in Fresno, 

Perhaps it’s not just the basketball story mentioned by the 
harriers that the cross country team really objects to, Maybe at the 
bottom of all this is the headline which appeared in the HORNET atop 
the story on the NCAA meet: ‘‘Hornet Harriers Choke NCAA Meet’’, 

SLIP 

For this, we apologize, It was a slip of the tongue — or type- 
writer, if you will. Perhaps we’re expecting a little too much of the 
cross country team to want them to win everything in sight. After all, 
just because a team is the perennial FWC cross country champion 

*it doesn’t have to be consistent, Or does it” 

But then, it is a little late to be developing concern with regard 
to the NCAA meet; that’s history now, 

In its letter, the cross country team also expressed the feeling 
that the ‘‘purpose of a school newspaper is to support that schooi’s 
athletics and to report the resuits in a factual way .. .’’ 

CONFUSED 

Evidently, the team has confused journalism with public relations, 
a closely related field, Their statement is only half correct, 

It is not, in our estimation, the job of the Hornet to support 
everything which goes on in the SSC athletic department, If the cross 
country team would like to read nothing but favorable reporting, we 
might suggest that they request a copy of Pete Ottesen’s weekly 
information release regarding SSC athletics, Pete is SSC’s Sports 
Information Director, and a pretty good PR man, His material! usually 
supports the Hornets quite nicely, although even he alluded to the fact 
that the Hornet cagers have looked “horrible”? on occasion in the past 
few weeks, 

NOT PR MEN 

We are not a public relations outfit, We believe in calling a spade 
a spade (to use a trite expression). 

At the present time, we are not satisfied with the caliber of 
basketball that SSC has been playing, The ball club has all the potential 
of a championship team: height, ability, depth, speed — but something 
is lacking somewhere. 

And the students, who support the athletic teams through the 
AS, have a right to know about it, 

As to the idea that all stories must be strictly factual, this is 
only partially true, 

EDITORIAL 

The mere process of reporting is, itself, an editorial process, 
The writer must decide what facts are important and in what order they 
should be stressed, 

In a news story which does not have a by-line, all of the material 
should be as objective as possible, But in a story which is by-lined, 
such as the one which supposedly aroused the ire of the cross country 
team, it is perfectly legitimate to interject opinions so long as no one 
is libelled, 

And it was, and still is, our opinion that the basketball team, 
at least some of it, is not playing to 100 per cent of its capacity, And 
it is also our opinion that this is not right — if something is worth 
doing at all, its worth doing well,

It completely deprives many people, particularly the 
poor and the young married students, of an education, 

If Governor Reagan believes that charging tuition 
will eliminate the radical element from our college 
campuses, he’d better guess again. A tuition will partly 
wrest control from the State of the very elements it 
so badly wants to eliminate, Also, most of the “radical” 
students on college campuses can afford the tuition rates 
which have been rumored, 

It is true that the State’s deficit must be reduced, the 
large debt must be eliminated—but is education the 
place to do it?
